were div ided on the proposition, and 
finally the receiv ership was resorted 
to. 
A few weeks ago the comjiany’* first 
well at Buena Vista showed good in­ 
dications of 
oil. 
Work 
was 
then 
suspended until a settlement of the 
affairs, and since that time no further 
dev elopments hav e b een had, except 
sev eral efforts to b ring ab out jw*ace. 
Wednesday, the Buena Vista well 
was hailed out. 
There was quite a 
quantity of oil found in the hole, to­ 
gether with a good deal of water. 
There'was not as much oil found as 
had b een hoped for, or was expected, 
on account of tho reports which had 
l>eon circulated to the effect that there 
was sev eral hundred feet of oil in the 
well.

Hill,” the district b ounded b y Amster­ 
dam and West End av enues and 61st 
arid 63rd streets, so called b ecause of 
its notoriety as a b attleground, was I 
the scene last night of a furious retce | 
riot which required 250 policemen to 
quell after many shots had b een fired j 
and sev eral persons had b een seriously ! 
injured. 
The troub le b egan shortly after 9 | 
o’clock, when a policeman arrested Ed­ 
ward Connelly for attacking Henry 
Williams, a negro, and was pursued 
to the station house wiih his prisoner 
b y a mob of Connelly’s friends, hurling 
showers of stones ana ©filer missiles. 
When the station house reserv es turn­ 
ed out the whole neighb orhood was in 
an uproar and whites and b lacks en­ 
gaged in desperate struggles in the 
streets. 
Torrents of missiles were 
hurled from roofs and windows. With­ 
in ten minutes not less than a thou­ 
sand men, b oys and women, b lack and 
white, were engaged in furious com­ 
b at. 
The small party of policemen 
were powerless and reinforcements 
were summoned. 
On their arriv al a 
cordon was drawn around the whole 
district and "strong patrols made re­ 
peated charges down the streets in a 
v ain effort to restore order. They suc­ 
ceeded in making a few' prisoners and 
were forced to retreat, fighting ev ery 
inch of tip» way, and pursued to the 
station house b y a howling mob . 
The worst fighting was in C»2nd 
j street, where from ev ery window and 
J roof rained missiles, while hundreds 
of shots were ured 
Roundsman Fat 
rick Walsh was knocked down b y Jos. 
B. Smith, a negro, who leaped upon 
him from a stoop and after attempting 
to shoot him. struck his repeatedly 
with the b utt of his rev olv er. 
Walsh 
was finally rescued b y his comrades.

He and Mrs. Roosevelt had as gu ests 
at their Sagamore Hill home, Minister 
Kogoro Takahira of Japan. Theodore 
•P. Shonts, chairman, and John F. Ste 
vens, chief engineer, of the Isthmian 
canal commission, and 
Thomas W. 
Hynes, au ditor of Porto Rico. 
Assu rance w-as given that Minister 
Takahira’s visit was not of notable sig­ 
nificance. 
He 
discu ssed 
with 
Mr 
Roosevelt some points abou t the ap­ 
proaching conference, bu t it is an 
nou nced that no date was agreed u pon 
for the reception of the Ru ssian and 
Japanese envoys by the president. 
Baron Komu ra. the Japanese minis­ 
ter of foreign affairs, who is the prin­ 
cipal envoy of Japan to the conference, 
is en rou te now? from Japan and is ex­ 
pected to reacn New York abou t the 
10th Inst. 
If M. Witte, the chief pleni­ 
potentiary of Ru ssia, shall have a r­ 
rived by that time, the reception to the 
envoys by the president probably will 
fake place at Sagamore Hill on Au g. 1. 
Minister Takahira expressed hfs per­ 
sonal gratification at the designation 
of M. W itte as the leading plenipo­ 
tentiary of Ru ssia. 
He said that M. 
W itte was one of Ru ssia’s most om 
inent statesmen, and his appointment 
wou ld lend confidence and weight to 
the conclu sions of the conference. 
He 
said that arrangem ents for the confer­ 
ence were moving along smoothly and 
expressed the hope that a satisfactory 
agreement wou ld he reached. 
Chairman Shonts and Chief Engi­ 
neer Stevens remained with the presi­ 
dent some time after the departu re of 
Minister Takahira 
This was the first 
opportu nity the president had had to 
discu ss canal m atters w-ith Mr. Ste­ 
vens. and they went over the su bject 
pretty 
thorou ghly. 
As 
both 
Mr. 
Shonts and Mr .Stevens expect to sail 
for Panam a on the 2<Hh Inst.. the pres­ 
ident desired to consu ft with them be­ 
fore their departu re. 
It Is not likely that Mr. Stevens will 
be made, in the near fu tu re, a member 
of the execu tive committee of the Pan­ 
ama canal commission, a position oc­ 
cu pied by his predecessor. Mr. W al­ 
lace 
It can be said that Mr. Stevens 
has been given practically a free hand 
to do constru ction work of the canal 
He has his own Ideas abou t the m eth­ 
ods to be pu rsu ed, and will not be in­ 
terfered with in the work of his de­ 
partment. 
His desire Is to dig the 
canal, and to that great u ndertaking 


la peculiarly qualified to speak on the 
matter, said:

ters with which the throne has been 
beset as the resu lt of this war. and 
whose advice he so long rejected. The 
fact that the emperor has done so 
proves the. measu res of his desire for 
peace. 
Nevertheless, his majesty is 
su rrou nded 
daily, 
even 
hou rly, 
by 
members of thq military party, many 
of whom are blindly chau vinistic. The 
emperor cannot disregard the men 
who control the power which 
su pports 
the throne and the dynasty, and there­ 
in lies the danger that even M. Witte 
may fail. 
However su ccessfu l the ne­ 
gotiations may he, the machinations of 
the military party will have to be reck­ 
oned with.”

Witte, after his au dience with 
the emperor at Peterhoff. retu rned last 
evening to St, Petersbu rg and drove 
directly to the foreign office, where he 
w-as,closeted for three hou rs with For­ 
eign Minister laimsdorff. 
A sensation­ 
al report was cu rrent early this morn 
ing that M. W itte might not go to 
Washington, after all. 
According to 
the story, his au dience of the emperor 
was anything bu t smooth, his majesty 
rather 
resenting 
M. 
W itte’s 
plain- 
spoken ideas and indicating that u nder 
the circu mstances he wou ld prefer t.h» t 
Baron Rosen shou ld act as chief pleni­ 
potentiary. 
The emperor is even said 
to have itimatod that Cou nt Lamsdorff 
exceeded 
his au thority in officially 
annou ncing to the Washington gov­ 
ernment that M. W itte wou ld occu py 
the first position. 
M. W itte is said to have left ;ho em ­ 
peror in an u gly frame of mind and 
to have frankly informed Cou nt Lams 
dorff that it w'ou ld be impossible for 
him to u ndertake the mission. 
It was 
only by the greatest effort, the story 
says, that the foreign minister su c­ 
ceeded in persu ading him not to flatly 
refu se, and the qu estion as to whether 
he will go to Washington is said to be 
still open.
